Berkhampsted Town, in the 
first round of the Amateur Cup 
competition for the first time in 
their history. drew 2-2 with 
Harrow on Saturday. They will 
play either Wealdstone or Car- 
shalton if they win the replay. 
For this game they decided to 
rely on the experience of for- 
mer Wanderers forward Dennis 
Atkins. 

After leaving Wycombe. 
Atkins went to Berkhampsted as 
captain and coach. but was 
seriously injured in a league 
game and was told it would be 
unwise to play again. 

This season he played a 
couple of games for the Town 
reserves and then appeared in 
the Wanderers 1956-57 side 


which played in the Wycombe 


Hospital Cup match at Loakes 
Park in December.

One player who seems to have 
a justifiable grouse with Wy- 
combe Wanderers is goalkeeper 
Phil Patrick. 

He started off the season as 
first team goalkeeper, but lost 
his place after breaking an 
ankle. He fought his way back 
to the first team, only to suffer 
another injury against Tooting. 

The following week he was 
again in the wars, breaking his 
nose against Bromley, but once 
again he fought back and re- 
gained his senior place. 

But followmg . Wycombe’s 
defeat against Corinthian- 
Casuals he was dropped in 
favour of Dennis Syrett, 
although he was playing 
splendidly at the time, The 
official explanation was that 
Syrett was also playing bril- 
liantly, and that it was op- 
portune to bring him back 
against his old club, Oxford 
City. 

The move seems justified now, 
with Wycombe’s three successive 
victories, but it certainly seems 
hard on a goalkeeper of Pat- 
rick’s calibre. He has decided 
that he would be willing to play 
for Wycombe senior side when- 
ever required, but in the mean- 
time he will play for South- 
ampton Reserves.
